Ab if to make amendB for the mediocre card 
of the day before the Hawthorne management 
presented a cracking good eet of eeven racee 
yesterday, among them being the ever pcpnlar 
steeplechase affair. The crowd was probably 
the largest of the week and as has been thernle 
for the last week or so ideal racing conditions 
prevailed. 

The feature event of the day was the Endur- 
ance Stakes, a handicap sweepstakes for two- 
year-olds at one mile with {1,000 added. South 
Trimble was bit upon by the talent as the bast 
of the five babies that faced the barrier, being 
held at 11 to 5. He was conceding much weight 
to everything in the race but Arian and failed 
to make good although finishing a good second. 
Aladdin, ridden cleverly by Coburn, proved to 
be much the beet at the end winning quite 
easily. The Giver, off poorly, was bustled to 
the front after passing the first turn and held a 
comfortable lead up to the last eighth where 
he began to show signs of distress and began 
propping badly. Aladdin, which had bten 
pursed carefully up to this point, easily took 
the lead and won without much effort by a 
lergth and a half from South Trimble which 
finished with his usual burst of speed at the 
end and beat the exhausted The Giver the same 
distance for second place. Miracle II. ran a 
fairly gord race. Arian was never a contender. 

The steeplechase proved to be an easy matter 
for Dick Fnrber, be winning in an easy gallop 
by eight lengths frem Eva Moe, she beating 
Populist ten for second place. Saintly led by a 
big margin up to tie tenth jump where be tired 
so badly that be fell over it heavily, allowing 
Dick Furber to take command, the latter never 
being headed thereafter. Captain Conover fall 
over the last jump. He was closing up fast at 
the time. Pecky Bolfe could hardly get up a 
strong gallop at any part of the route. 

Silurian won the day’s opener, a dash of one 
mile, more on his own courage than because of 
any help from Oormley. He was almost left at 
the post, but made up ground gradually when 
he got into his stride, passing his field one by 
one and getting clear of It at the last eighth. 
Be appeared to be winning easily thereafter, 
but Little Elkin came with a surprising rush at 
the end, causing Gormley to ride him out to the 
last ounce to win by a neck. Fantasy was third 
one and a half lengths away. Monos finished 
strongly and about ran his race. In the light 
of his last previous showing Little Elkin ran a 
wonderful and suddenly improved race. 

As was expected by the talent. Gonfalon took 
the second race, a free handicap for all ages at 
seven furlongs, but his victory was doe more to 
Walsh’s weak finish on Toah than to his own 
superiority. Maggie Davie led, as was to be ex- 
pected, for six furlongs, where she bad enough 
and Toah assumed command. Along about the 
last eighth post Coburn brought op Gonfalon 
with a rush and got on even terms with Toah in 
the last one hundred yards. In a ding dong 
finish, in which Coburn simply played with 
Walsh, the former succeeded in throwing Gon- 
falon over the line first by a nose. Maggie 
Davie finished third, a length away. She was 
lucky to finish in this position, however, as Ben 
Battle was closing up fast on her in the last few 
strides and would have been third in another 
stride. Uledi ran disappointingly and failed to 
show the speed be displayed in his second to 
McChesney some days before- Baviland was 
never a serious contender, the high rate of 
speed of the race being beyond hie cspacity. 

Charley O’Brien was supposed to bold a mort- 
gage on the fifth race, a free handicap for all 
ages at one and an eighth miles, but the best 
he could do was to run second to Odnor which 



beat him in a desperate drive on the post by a 
nose. Strangest finished third two lengths | 
back. O’Brien showed all his well known speed 
for a mile where Odnor closed op on him and 
the two fought it out hammer and tongs to the 
line, Odnor prevailing at the end of a very fast 
race. Strangest about ran bis best race. 
Searcher, fairly well up for seven furlongs, died 
away f \st in the last quarter. Conundrum ran 
the b4St race of his career. 

Tommy Foster’s sudden rejuvenation from bis 
miserable showing of September 23 was indeed 
edifying. He was simply a different animal 
yesterday than on the foregoing occasion— was 
vary speedy and simply smothered bis field. 
He led frem flag dip to finish, winning as his 
rider pleased by almost three lengths from 
Emathion, which beat Bose Plume a neck for 
second place. Emathion ran in much improved 
form and bears watching from now on. Bose 
Plume finished with resolution and would have 
been second in a few more strides. Preetorins 
and Hermie showed early speed. The rest were 
never contenders. 

Tbs talent could sea nothing but Leo Newell 
with Coburn up in the last race, a dash once 
around the circle. H e rewarded the confidence 
placed in him by winning quite easily at the 
end after a sharp tilt with Julia Jnnkin in the 
last eighth. He crossed the line two lengths in 
front of her, while she beat Benckart a short 
head for second place. The latter came fast at 
the end and would have beaten her in a stride or 
two. He is a fast gelding and will do to watch 
from DOW on. Eva Bice showed speed for six 
furlongs. The others might just as well have 
remained in their stables. 

August 21 Sam Hildreth’s Telamon won a 
mile dash at Hawthoruo, Argregor finishing 
second. Flying Torpedo third and Basselas 
fourth. At some time subsequently C. T. Boots, 
owner of Argregor, fllea an objection on the 
ground that Telamon was not eligible to start 
in the race in question. On examination the 
judges found that be was right and yesterday 
rendered a decision disqualifying Telamon and 
giving the race to Argregor with Flying Torpedo 
second and Basselas third. There is a neces- 
sary implication of gross carelessness to be 
located somewhere. 

Charles Green, formerly president of the Bt. 
Louis Fair Association, was a visitor at 'the 
track yesterday. 

W. E. Cotton and C. M. Watters were each 
fined $10 yesterday for violation of the rules 
governing the paddock. 

Jockey Gaddy, who rode Saintly in the steeple- 
chase, bad his wrist broken when bis mount 
fell. 

A NEW STARTING GATE. 

Truly nothing is being allowed to pass these 
days, which may in the slightest degree be an 
improvement on any of the existing surround- 
ings of racing. Great a boon as the starting bar- 
rier has been in the saving of time (shown by the 
time of the last race as compared with ten years 
ago) on the tracks of the present day it has not 
bean accepted as entirely successful by many 
horsemen. Of late this has been rather intensi- 
fied by the rattle-headed boys at the post being 
BO anxious to get off in front that they have fre- 
quently |d ashed through the old strip of webbing 
tangling up the horse, several times being 
dragged bodily from the saddle, and once or 
twice caught round the neck, which gave them 
a good idea of the horrors of decapitation by 
inches. 

Thnsrian improvement was looked for, and 
has evidently been found, to some extent, in the 
barrier used at Bheepsbead during the current

meeting. It is simple, quick, easily dodged and 
apparently effectiTO. 

The mechanism consists of two uprights, one 
each side of the track, on each side of which is 
balanced a rigid arm held parallel to tha course 
over which the horses run. From the lower 
end of this stretches what might be an extra 
light tennis net, which is held fairly taught by 
guys or leaders running up a main guy or cord 
which runs froin rigid pole to pole parallel 
with the net, but from the higher end. 
The balance of the device is perfect and it 
is operated by two men, one at each 
side of the track, who bold a pnl> 
ley rope in their hands. Tha slightest pull 
sends tha barrier upward and outward from 
the moving horses, and it responds immediate- 
ly. Should a wild horse charge the obstacle it 
will not catch the boy or horse, or break, but 
will slide over his neck. 

The starter holds an electric button in hie 
band, and when the gong sounds the men haul 
on the pulleys, and the barrier flies up. So far as 
seen it is a distinct improvement on the old 
plan, obviates entanglemonte and eaves time in 
reflzing the broken webbing, even if not mater- 
ially better all around.— Spirit of the Times.

Tho aatboritlM at Epsom mixed up matters 
ia coDDMtioD with tbs Derby of next year in a 
way that resnlted in the imposition of a 
fine of $2, COO by the antoeratis Bnclish Jockey 
Clnb. The case ie thus set forth in a recent 
letter lo the Thoronshbred Record : 

Mention of Lavengro naturally leads up to 
the mnddle in connection with next year’s Der- 
by, Hitherto there was a condition stating 
that a minor forfeit conld be paid for the Der- 
by on the first Tuosciay in January of the pre- 
vious year, when the horses nominated bseame 
two-year-olds. The advertised conditions of 
the 190! Derby included this time honored 
clause and a number of the animals which were 
nominated as yeatlings last year accordingly 
paid the minor forfeit on the first Tues- 
day in January this year. Amongst them 
was Lavengro, who at that time was 
not known to be a good one. Now, 
unfortunately fur the Epoum executive, the 
Jockey Club passed a rule in 1899, which came 
into operation on January 1, 1900, to the effect 
that “no declaration” of forfeit affecting year- 
lings Of two-year-olds shall be fixed to be made 
betweeu the second Tuesday in October, when 
they are yfearliogs and the laet Tuesday in 
March in the follow ing year. The 1902 Derby 
forfeit being fixed fur the first Tuesday in 
January this year, was, according to the 
new rule, clearly illegal, and Mr, Bievier 
has claimed to have Lavengro reinstated, 
adding that had the forfeit uoen fixed for 
the last Tuesday in March, which is the 
proper date, Lavengro would have been allowed 
to remain in the race, as his trainer bad dis- 
covered him to be a gouu uum some time be- 
tween the first Tuesday in January and the end 
of March. The disc overy that the conuitions 
of the race were iiipgsl, opened up all sorts of 
possibilities of a more or isss anpleasant nature 
to the Kpsom executive, and although it seems 
hard lines for Mr. bievier, the Jockey Club have 
undoubtedly done the bed thing in ruling that 
the conditions mast stand, althungn not 
in accordance with the Knles of Racing, 
and that all animals for which foifeit was paid 
in January mast be regaroed as struck out. In 
thus mling, the stewerds of the Jockey Clnb 
are andonbtediy over tidi. g ihMir own laws, 
bat if they bad allowed kii. ukvier’s claim and 
reinstated Lavengro. numerons other owners 
who bad left their animals in in January, wonld 
withont donbt claim to h< ve inem struck oat 
on payment cf the minor foifeit, on the gronnd 
that betweeu tne buginning of January and 
the end of March, their trainers _haa dis- 
covered them to be no good. This would 
canse seriuns loss to the Epsom peop.'e who 
would in that event have to make np a lot of 
the Derby stake of $30,000 out of their own funds. 
Their conditions weie c&i'.>la6Bly drawn up no 
doubt, and equally suro it is that Mr. Bievier 
might appeal to law with some certainty of get- 
ting bis colt reinstated and his next move in 
the matter is awaited with mneh eagerness. 
As Lavengro has been beaten however, it is 
probable that Mr. bievier will accept the sitna- 
tion in a pbilrscphical spiiit and bow to the 
Jockey Club’s decision.
